Their want» are few, their 
demand» small. They affect labor, and 
bring uo return to cap ital. The law- 
abidiug, iuduatrioua immigrant is wel­ 
come ; the law ahould aay we hav e uo 
room for any other » ort. 


PU R ITY 
IN POLITICM. 
Purity in p olitics is nowhere more 
needed than at the p rimary election, and 
in oondnotiug the local affair» of p arty 
organization. Honesty must be a p art 
of p olitics as it is a p ort of all other W'ell 
founded iuatitutious, and 
the 
nn 
■cxnp aloo» 
p olitician, who leav es uo 
■tone nutnrned and stop s at nothing 
qnestionable to gain a desired end, 
should hav e no p lace in the bnaine» » of 
camp aign« . The p rimary is too often 
oorrnp ted in a manner which should 
p ut to blush the honorable man, and 
rote» are secured from sources not 
always included in the p lan of carrying 
ont these 
elections 
honestly. 
The 
p rimary is as much au election as a state 
or national contest, and the law should 
be observ ed iu it as it is in the other« . 
The fault may lie in the system, that 
old fashioned method which allow'ed the 
oorralliug of v otes and the staffing of 
boxes without restraint. If this Ih> true, 
and there are men who admit the ir­ 
regularity and hold that this ia true, 
the remedy can be found in the Aus­ 
tralian ballot, the election being con- 
dnoted under the same rules and laws 
that gov ern the regular state election» . 
If the wrong is in the system, then it is 
easily righted, and the cui'se quickly 
swep t away. But there may be othar 
canses. Mai who are h^h in the coun­ 
cils of the p arty maybe to blame. There 
may be dishonesty of p urp ose as well es 
of aotimi. In this ev ent more haoic 
treatment is neoesmry to cleanse the 
p rimary of the disgraceful imp urities 
that hav e m<ffe than once made it a joke 
and a byword. The p ower being held 
by tbe p oc^e. the p eop le ahould assert 
Iheto right. Men who oan be trusted to 


do the right, to treat all ap p licants with 
er)ual fairness, ahonld be p laced wheD» 
their inflaenoe and w<wk can be felt. A 
false leader is worse than no leader at 
all. Better 1«R p arty urgauisatiun fly tu 
the four winds than p iaus it where it Is 
used for the good of the few at the ex­ 
p ense of tbe many. This oountry is too 
big, it oontaioM too many men with 
brains, to admit 
any p arty orgmilza- 
tion 
tying itself to the hidebonnd 
costoms o i men who 
in p olitics for 
the sole p urp ose of deriv ing p ersonal 
gain from the v otes of their fellow« , or 
indulging iu p etty malice or sp leen, in 
m'der to get square with those who hav e 
interfered with their p lots and p lans.

The net 
gaiu in gold at New York and San 
Fruncisee was $1,084,700. 
The resources of the treasury are 
being sev eri'ly taxed to meet the de­ 
mands for |>« i)« r note« of all denomina­ 
tions in exchange for gold. 
In many 
cases the gold Itoldors ask for United 
Kttttes notes of large denominations iu 
exchange, as the latter are as av ailable 
tor n*« erv e os is gold, but they exp ress 
a willingness to accep t Sherman notes 
or if nwH'ssary silv er certificates if tbe 
gov ernment ia unable to furnish United 
Ltutes notes. 
The demand for large denominations 
also is not imp erativ e, the p rincip al 
tieing to get jmp er money. 
Rep orts 
from all jiart.i of the country tend to 
Bhow that nearly all of the gold with­ 
drawn during the last sev eral weeks 
was for tht* p urp ose of hoarding and 
now that the hup p o.Hed danger is p assed 
the gold i» beitrg offered at the sev eral 
sub-treasuries or is beiug dep osited in 
banks anu so is fimiiug its way into the 
gov ernment coffers. The rush of gold 
offers is so great that in New York at 
least the assistant treasurer has been 
eomiielled to r**fuae TOld until such time 
« S he was able to iiaudle it aud iu a 
Duinbcr of instances currency has been 
■hip p ed from one 
» uh-treasury 
to 
auotoer to meet the uimsuai demands. 
The reserv e p assed the $120,000.000 
p oint and the officials hav e uo doubt 
that it will reach a much higher figure 
before the close of the year.

The case was tried in the United 
States circuit oourt for the district of 
Massachusetts, where the ooutentions 
of the United States were sustained. 
The Bell comp any ap p ealed to the cir­ 
cuit <x» nrt of ap p eals, where the p re­ 
ceding decision was rev ersed on the 
ground that there was no ev idence of 
dereliction of dnty in the p atent office, 
and the bill iu equity of the United 
States was dismissed. The case now 
comes before the sup reme oourt on an 
ap p ml by the United States from the 
decision of the court of ap p eals.

GOLD COMING TOO FAST. 


The T re a* ary Short on I’tp er Money For 
Kachan ga. 
W a sh in g t o n, Nov. IO.—The treasury 
bas lost $27,000 in go|d coin and $21,200 
iu bars, which leaves the true amount 
of tho reserve $121,726,864. The net 
gain in gold at New' York and San 
Francisco was $1,084,700. 
'The resources of the treasury are 
being severely taxed to meet the de­ 
mands for paper notes of all denomina­ 
tions in exchange for gold. 
In many 
case* the gold holders ask for United 
State* notes of large denominations in 
exchange, as the latter are a* available 
for reserve as is gold, but they express 
a willingness to accept Sherman notes 
or if necessary silver certificates if the 
government is unable to furnish United 
I fates notes. 
The demand for large denominations 
also is not imperative, the principal 
tieing to get paper money. 
Reports 
from all parts of the country tend to 
show that nearly all of the gold with­ 
drawn during the last several weeks 
was for the purpose of hoarding and 
now that tho supposed danger is passed 
tho gold is hung offered at the several 
mib-treasuries or is beiug deposited in

The Bell company appealed to the cir­ 
cuit court of appeal*, where the pre­ 
ceding d e c isio n wa* reversed on the 
ground that there wa* no evidence of 
dereliction of duty in the patent office, 
and the bill in equity or the United 
State* wa* disminsed. The cane now 
comes before the supreme court on an 
appeal by the United Htates from the 
decision of the court of appeals.

Od* of lb s greatest curiosities in the 
Unitsd States, or in tbs world, perhaps 
is tbs wonderful ledge of Ice which ex­ 
ists, even in the midst of tbs hottest 
summer, in Baott county, Vs Thin nat­ 
ural icehouse i* situated on the north 
side of Stone mountain and about six 
mile* from the mouth of a tmall stream 
known a* Stony creak. The marvel is 
•aid to have been knowu to at least one 
of the early settlers, a Mr. Daurxlge, 
who, it is alleged, discovered it while 
deer hunting away back in 1830. Ow­ 
ing to the fact that the land on which 
it wa* situated could not be bought, Mr. 
Danridge positively refused to tell of 
the whereabouts of the ice ledge, and 
wily visited the place when it wa* ab­ 
solutely necessary to obtain s supply to 
be used in case of sickness. 
The old man died many y< ars ago, 
and from that time until 1898 the loca­ 
tion of Danridge’s ice mine was un­ 
known, the old gentleman having never 
even taken his own family into the se­ 
cret 
In the year last mentioned, however, 
a party of herb diggers visited the un 
frequented region contiguous to Stone 
mountain and were fortunate enough f« 
rediscover the lost ice mine. 
During two or three months in the 
middle of summer the ice is only pro 
tee ted from the sun’s rays by a thick 
growth of mo**. The formation of the 
ice layer is similar to that of a coal 
vein, beiug thin In some placet and 
thicker in others, the average thickness 
being about four feet. 
Pontons of some 
scientific attainments who have visited 
the place for the purpose of studying 
the wonder say that it has the appear 
•Doe of having been there ainoe the timo 
of the toe age, which the geologists talk 
so much about. Another plausible theo­ 
ry ii that somewhere beneath the bod 
is situated a great natural laboratory 
where ether is constantly formed and 
expelled, aud that the procees of freez­ 
ing is now constantly going on. 
What­ 
ever view is taken it is one of the great­ 
est natural wonders the state affords.—

Britain could not use a great army it 
she did not have one. 
Therefore, said 
the prime minister, he hailed w ith 
great satisfaction the indications that 
public opinion had been aroose<l by the 
atrocious horrors of which the Turkish 
goverumeut bad been guilty. 
Yet he 
recognized that the most fitting instru­ 
ment of reforms was not an anny in an 
island 2,009 miles off. 
It might b« done 
by others. 
Therefore, the only wise 
coarse he saw was an adherence to the 
European concert. 
If Ihe Euro{»ean 
states were w illing to act they had 
means of action which Great Britain 
did not possess. 
If they were unw ill­ 
ing to act and if they objected to iso­ 
lated atTioii by Great Britain, there 
was not only great risk of failing in the 
undertaking but the risk of bringing 
about the frightful horrors of an Euro­ 
pean war.

DO FISH ES SUFFER PAIN? 


A p p a r e n tly R a t, T h o u g h T h e y A re l a M a n y 
ti«-*)>*-< ta Mk-aattlre. 
All fillies have nerves, aud in some 
respects fishes are extremely Sensitive. 
A fish that bus buried itself in Maud or 
mud so completely thai only th* tip of 
its fail fin is above the bottom will feel 
upon the slightest touch and instantly 
dart out of its sandy bcd. A fish is very 
sensitive to movements in the water 
surrounding it. A shadow falling upon 
the water will startle a fish into flight. 
But sensitive as fishes are in some re­ 
spects, it is probable that they do not 
suffer pain from injuries received. 
Fish!* are extremely sensitive at the 
nose. A fish that hail in pursuit of prey 
run its boss against a rock might shake 
its head violently, perhaps in pain, but 
fishes sustain serious injuries from ac­ 
tual wounds witbont showing any indi­ 
cation of pain. 
In fact, the indications 
fend to show that they do not suffer. 
j 
A fish that has been hooked by an 
angler, but lins esraperi, perhaps carry­ 
ing off a hook in its month, may a few 
minutes afterward bite again at an­ 
other hook. 
Much instances arn not in­ 
frequent. In such cases tho hook would 
probably bn concealed by the bait and 
the fish would not be likely to see it, 
but the fact that it is ready to take the 
bait shows that it is continuing to feed, 
which it would scarcely be like to do if 
it were suffering great (min. 
A shark 
from whose bialy all the viscera had 
been removed has continued to feed. 
Sensitive as fishes are about the noan, 
many of them urn the nota in pushing 
stones and gravel about in building a 
nest for tbn female to spawn in. Thn 
•almon notoriously often wears its snout 
down to the boun in excavating a cavity 
for a nest, and often it wears off its tail 
to a mere stub in brushing out stones 
and gravel. 
Yet such fishes frequently 
recover from their injuries and return 
to the ocean. 
Timid and sensitive an fishes are in 
some respects, they fight one another 
vigorously. In such fights they may re­ 
ceive injuries that might be described 
an terrible. 
To these injuries they may 
pay so little attention that after the 
fight is over they go on with their feed­ 
ing or with whatever occupation they 
bad been engaged in. 
Injuries which would throw a human 
being into a state of helplessness do not 
interrupt the current of fish life. Tbs 
fish may afterward die from its injuries, 
but apparently it does not suffer pain 
from them. 
Fishes sometimes survive injuries of 
a remarkable character. Tho stomach 
of u captured codfish was found to be

, This was the brilliant idea of an invent­ 
or to whom it should hale brought a 
fortune. It would have done so had ho 
been a shrewd business man. 
Being 
merely an inventor, be hadn't sense 
enough to keep his idea to himself until 
the patent office padlock had secured it 
against th eft 
In the innocence of his 
nature the inventor confided the idea to 
a friend while crossing the North river 
ferrylmat, and the friend hardly waited 
for the boat to tie op in Jersey City be­ 
fore he excused himself, started back to 
New York aud went on a dead run for 
a patent lawyer in order to have the 
idea secured for his own especial bene­ 
fit. Another man is known today as the 
inventor of the lace hooka 
He owns a 
splendid house and is wealthy. 
Tho 
confiding inventor got nothing. 
The inventor of a patent stopper for 
(leer bottles, something that hod long 
been wanted by the trudo, sold the in­ 
vention for $10,000 to a man who recog­ 
nized ita money making value. 
The 
purchaser is now worth $5,000,000, all 
of which he made from the patent stop­ 
per. Out of the goodness of his heart ho 
presented the original owuer of the 
patent with $30,000, so that this man 
got $40,000 in all for his $5,000,000 
idea 
To give some notion of the value 
of putent rights on this bottle stopper 
the price came down from $i to 6 aud 7 
cents a gross, and even at this enormous 
reduction a good profit can be made. 
This last inventor was treated with 
princely generosity, however, in com 
parisou with the genies who devised a 
pocketbook clasp iu the shape of inter­ 
locking boms with balls at the end 
which snapped shat with a single pres­ 
sure. The idea was afterward applied to 
gloves and became very mach in favor, 
pierced by a spine of a H o ld er which Tuh» inventor relinquished his prize for 
it had swallowed. The sharp, th o rn ily ' th« magnificent reward of a kidney stew 
spine proji-cted about half an inch be-1 
youd the outer wall of the stomach into 
the fish’s bialy. 
Apparently the codfish 
had suffen<d no inconvenience from this. 
The wound caused by the spine hail 
healed around it, and tile codfish wha 
fat and in good condition generally.—

E F F E C T OF HEAT. 


Til* Ham lin *y*t#in ( an Become I o d tm 
* High r*w p*r*tiir», 
No one can tell how high a tempera­ 
ture man can enduro until he is sub­ 
jected to the trial. The effect of an in­ 
tensely heated atmosphere in causing 
death bas been 
but 
little studied. 
“ Some years since," say* Dr. Taylor, 
the eminent jurisprudent, ."I was con* 
gulfed in one case in which the captain 
of a steam veasel was charged with 
manslaughter for causing a man to be 
lashed within a short distance of the 
stokehole of the furnace. The man died j 
in a few hours, apparently from the ef­ 
fects of his expiwure. 
Yet the engine 
rooms of steamers in the tropics have 
been obaervi'd to have a temperature as 
high aa 140, and engineers after a time 
become habituated to this excessive j 
heat without appearing to suffer ma 
Serially in health. 
In certain m.tuufac- , 
tories the body appears to acquire a 
power by habit of resisting then high 
temperatures. 
Still, it has been proved 
that many suffer severely. 
“ In a report on the employment of 
children (London) it is stated that in a 
glass manufactory a thermometer beld , 
close to a boy’s bead stood at 180 de­ 
grees, aud as the inspector stood near 
to observe the instrument his hat ac­ 
tually melted out of shape. 
Another 
boy bad his hair singed by the heat 
aud said that bis clothes were some­ 
times singed, too, while a third worked 
in a temperature no less than 160 de­ 
grees. Amid this tremendous heat they 
carry on work which requires their con­ 
stant attention 
They are incessantly 
in motion. ” 
Ll the Turkish baths higher temper­ 
atures than this have been noted, bat 
there is reason to believe that serious 
symptoms have been occasionally pro­ 
duced in persons unaccustomed to them, 
aud that in one or two can s death has 
resulted. 
All sudden changes from u 
low to a high temperature are liable tc ! 
cause death in aged persons or in those 
who are suffering from organic diseases. 
In attempting to breathe air heated to j 
temperatures varying from 180 to 200 
degrees there is a sense of suffocation, 
with a feeling of dizziness and othei 
symptoms indicative of an effect on the 
brain, and the circulation is enormous­ 
ly quickeued. 
An inquest was held ob 
the body of a stoker of an ocean steam­ 
ship. He had been by trade a grocer and 
was not accustomed to excessive heat. 
While occupied before the engine fur 
uaoe he was observed to fall suddenly 
on the door in a state of insensibility. 
When carried on deck, it was found he 
waa dead. All that was discovered on a 
postmortem examination was an effu­ 
sion of serum into the ventricles of tbs 
brain. 
It has now become one of the 
recognized causes of death in this ooun 
try. 
Iu some cases a person may sink 
and die from exhaustion or symptoms 
of cerebral disturbance may continue tor 
some time and the case ultimately prove 
fatal. 
Death from sunstroke, when it is not 
immediately fatal, is preceded by some 
well marked symptoms, such as weak­ 
ness, giddiness, 
headache, 
disturb* I 
vision, flushing of the face, followed by 
oppression and difficulty of breathing, 
and in some cases stupor, passing into 
profound coma. 
The skin is dry aud 
hot, and the heat of the body is much 
greater than natural. 
Walk slowly aud don’t fret, aud you 
will not experience anything ot that 
sort.—Philadelphia Times.

Pumice, us is well known, is of vol­ 
canic origin, being a trachytio lava 
which has been rendered light by the 
escape of gases when in a molten state. 
It is found on most of the shores of the 
Tyrhenian sea and elsewhere, bat is at j 
present 
almost 
exclusively obtain* I ; 
from the little island of Lipan. Most 01 
the volcanoes of Lipan have ejected 
pumaoeoas rocks, but the best stone is 
all the product of one mountain, Monte 
Chinoa, nearly 2,000 feet in height, 
with its two accessory craters. The dis­ 
trict in which the pumice is excavated 
covers an arca of three square miles. It 
hasbeen calculated that about 1,000 
hands are engaged in this industry, 600 
of whom are employed in extricating 
the m ineral 
Pumice is brought to the surface in 
large blocks or in baskets and is carried 
thus either to the neighboring village 
or to the seashore to be taken there in 
boats. The supply is said to be prac­ 
tically inexhaustible. Pumice is used 
not merely for scouring aud cleansing 
purposes, but also for polishing in nu­ 
merous trades, hence the fact that tilt 
powdered pumice exported exceeds ii 
weight the block pumice. 
Between 
and 80 merchants are engaged in the 
pnmice trade on the island.—Loud*..
